R* an at pafled in the laft feflion of Parliament, entitled, 
“ An A& to difcontinue, for a limited time, the feve- 
ral duties payable in Scortanp upon low wines and fpirits, 
and. upon worts, wath, and other liquors there ufed in the 
diftillation of {pirits; and for granting to his Majetty other 
duties in lien thereof,” it is enaéted, “ That from and after 
the sth of July 1786, no petfon or perfons whatever thall, by 
him, her, or themfelves, or by any other perfon or perfons 
whatever employed by him, her, or them, or for his, her, or 
their afe or benefit, work or ereétany {till or ftills for the-di- 
ftilling, making, or manufacturing of low wines or {pirits 
from malt, or cern, or Britifh materials, or from mcelafles or 
fager, or from foreign materials, in Scorcano, without firft 
ing out a licenfe or licenfes for that purpofe, ten days at 
leaft before he, the, or they hall fo ereét or work fuch Mill 
or ftills, and firit paying into the hands of the proper officer 
of Excife fuch proportion of the yearly rate or duty by that 
at impofed, according to the content or capiacity of the {till 
or ftilis fo to be’ worked or ereéted, as is therein diredted. 
Such licenfes to continue in force twelve kalen@ar months 
from the date thereof, and no longer, and to be renewedare, 
nually ten days at leaft before their expiration. MM any per. 

fon thall, after the faid sth of July 7786, ere€t, work, OF

the materials aforefaid, in Scotland, or keep any fuch ftill or 
{tills without firft taking out fuch licenfe, or renewing the 
fame yearly, he or the thall refpectively forfeit, for every fuch 
offence, the fum of THREE POUNDS Sterling for each gal- 
lon, Englith wine meafure, of the capacity or content of fuch } 
ftill or ftills; which, with the whole utenfils for brewing or 
manufaéturing worts, wath, low wines, or fpirits, in the pof- 
feffion of fach perfon, are to be feized, forfeited, and deftroy- 
ed, and the aforefaid penalty to be levied and taken from 
every offender, without deduction or mitigation.” 
By this a€ it is further enagted, ‘* [hat no perfon or per- 
fons in Scotland (hall be capable of carrying on the trade or 
bufinefs of a chemift, druggift, or perfumer, who fhall ufe any 
{till or ftills, or any other trade or bufinefs requiring the ufe 
of any ftill or ftills, without firft taking out an annual licenfe 
for that purpofe, upon payment of fuch fees for the fame as 
in the aét are particularly direéted, but free from the pay- 
ment of evety duty of Excife. No chemiit, druggift, or per- 
fumer fha!l ufe or have in his-or her poffetiion, any ftill of 
any greater capacity or content than that of so gallons Emglith 
wine meafure, upon pain of forfeiting the fam of FIVE 
POUNDS Sterling for every gallon which the content of 
fuch ftill thall exceed the quantity of so g.tloas.—And if 
any chemift, droggift, perfumer, or other perion thal ufe 
any {till or ftills, for any purpofe whatever, without firft 
taking out a licenfe for the tame, and pr ducing fuch licenfe, 
and delivering a copy thereof to the officer of Excife of the 
divifion or bounds, or fhall make ufe of any other ftill or 
ftills than fach as hall be fpecified in fuch licenfe, or hall 
make ufe of any fuch ficenfed ftill or ftills at any place, other 
than the place which fhall be fpecified in the faid licenfe, or 
in any houfe, or place other than his or her ufual dwelling 
or known place of carrying on his on her trade and. bufinefs, 
every fuch perfon hall refpeétively forfeit and lofe the fum 
of ONE HUNDRED POUNDS Sterling for every fuch of- 
fence, to be levied and paid without mitigation.” 
By this aét, it is alfo enaéted, “ That every maker of ftills 
in ScoTLaNp fhall, from, and after the sth of July 1786, 
take out an annual licenfe, and renew fuch licenfe from year 
to year, and’ pay a fee of five fhillings for each fuch licenfe, } 
and no more. — Every ftill-maker is alfo to ftamp his name, 
and the progreflive number, and the content or capacity of 
every ftill made by him, upon the fhoulder thereof; and 
within three days after finifhing any ftill, he matt give no- 
tice to the officer of Excife of the divifion in which it has 
been made, that the fame is ready to be gauged and ftamp- 
ed, on pain to forfeit for not giving fuch notice, ten fhil- 
lings for each gallon of the content of fach ftill.”

of their opponents. Several lives have been loft ig 
thé tumult, and the principal officers of the town 
narrowly efcaped with their lives. "The Duke of 
Brunfwick has left the place, and all the ftrangers. 
Expreffes have been fertto Broxelles for affiftance, 
and alfo to the Eleétor Palatine ; and a battalion, it 
is faid, is on its march from Nefmur. The popa- 
Jar party have alfo applied for proteétion; and their 
chief, a Mr Lanneaax, is gone to Bruxelles to ju- 
ftify, his conduc.
